Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment to claims 15, 16, 20, 30-31, the 
cancellation of claims 17, 18, 26-29, 32, and the addition of 
claims 34, 35 filed in the response on 11/2/09 is acknowledged. 
Currently, claims 15-16, 19-25, 30-31, and 33-35 are pending in 
this application. 

In view of applicant's amendment and remarks filed on 
11/2/09, previous 103 rejections of record are hereby withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, do 
not fairly teach or suggest an AB diblock, an ABA triblock 
or a BAB triblock copolymer comprising an amphoteric block 
A containing a mixture of cationic and anionic units. Prior 

art of record lacks motivation to produce a mixture of 
cationic and anionic units on the same block, and further 
contain a separate non-amphoteric block B derived from 
hydrophobic or hydrophilic neutral units as set forth in 
the present claims. Accordingly, the instant invention as 
defined by claims 15-16, 19-25, 30-31, and 33-35 is 
allowable over prior art of record.
